Form  No  618  must  be  completed  by  a  person  experienced  in  the  design,  construction,  or  operation  of  the 
appropriation  works.  This  may  include,  but  is  not  limited  to,  hydrologists,  water  resource  consultants, 
irrigation  specialists,  engineers,  or  the  authorization  holder  if  experienced  in  water  measurement  or  legal 
land  descriptions.  If  the  form  is  not  completed  properly  or  corrected  within  the  time  allowed  by  the  De- 
partment, the  authorization  may  be  subject  to  revocation  pursuant  to  Section  85-2-402,  MCA. 


Form  No.  618  is  to  be  completed  with  information  showing  how  the  change  was  developed.   When  completing 
Form  No.  618.  follow  the  line-by-line  instructions  below.
